Claim 14. (New) A screen for a system having an external power supply unit connected to the 
screen for supplying the screen with a DC voltage and external power supply unit further having 
a signaling device for signaling operating parameters, the screen comprising: 

a comparator comparing the signaled operating parameters with stored operating 
parameters; 
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a plug connector coupled between the external power supply unit and said comparator 
and through which the signaled operating parameters being transmitted to said comparator; 

a fault signaling device connected to said comparator for indicating unacceptable 
discrepancies between the signaled operating parameters and the stored operating parameters; 
and 

said comparator and said fault signaling device indicating a fault when the external power 
supply does not signal operating parameters during initial set up. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed system that signals a fault and having a screen connected to an external 
power supply unit through a plug connector of the screen, in which the external power supply 
unit (DC) is provided with a signaling device for signaling operating parameters, and a 
comparator of said screen is used to compare the signaled operating parameters with stored 
operating parameters to signal the fault, is not taught or suggested in the prior art. The closest 
prior art, Korean Publication No 1999-006180 is directed to monitoring circuitry in the display 
device for monitoring and indicating a fault of the power supply, while the claimed invention is 
directed to monitoring and indicating an incompatibility between the external power supply unit 
(which may not necessarily be functioning improperly) and the display by signaling operating 
parameters from the external power supply unit, which is distinctly different from the prior art, 
and in which motivation is lacking to modify the prior art into the claimed invention due to such 
distinctly different purpose and operation of inventions.
